Critic of schools praises phonics, religion

TWIN FALLS — One-third of all American slu- 
-dunts. graduate from, high school illiterate, says a 
public- school critic who sees that statistic as evi- 
dence of a plot hv school officials to promote com- 
munism. 

Samuel L. Blumenfeld spoke to a group of about 
100 in Twin Falls Thursday night, criticizing the 
public school svstem 7ind telling parents to trans- 
fer their children to private schools or teach them 
at home. 

However, local education officials said B lumen- 
fold's centra! objective — use .of the phonics 
method to teach reading — already is a reality in 
their schools. 

Blumenfeld contended that school administra- 
tors purposely choose a method of teaching basic 
reading skills that leads te a high percentage ofil- 


literacy, 

School administrators want to "dumb-dumb" the 
American public, he said. 

Blumenfeld used studies such as "Learning . to 
Read: The Great American Debate, by Dr. Jeanne 
Chall of Harvard; as proof that' the phonics 
method — a method that teaches children to .rec- 
ognize letters and then •associate a sound with 
each letter — is the best way to tench reading.

G orbachev downgrades collective 



MIKHAIL GORBACHEV 
Advocates private farming 


*. MOSCOW (AP) - President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev has signnled 
that the new hope for producing more 
food is in the hands of' farmers, not 
the collective system -built with the 
blood of millions of Soviets. 

In a major speech published Friday 
on the front pages of Soviet newspa- 
pers, Gorbachev didn't say outright, 
that collectivization was a. mistake 
and should be scrapped. 

But his stress was no longer on th<? 
-collectively "rarTTrirms or on those 
owned and operated by the state. 
They have been the backbone of Sovi- 
et agriculture since Josef Stalin's 
bloody drive in the late 19‘20s to col- 
lectivize farms by forcing individual 
formers into state-owned and run en- 
terprises. 

Gorbachev wants a system in 


which families or small groups can 
lease land, choose their own crops 
and keep most of the profits. There 
have been "experiments" along ihcso 
lines, and he made clear he wanted 
the nation's whole agrarian sector to 
move along that path. ■ 

He did not mention Stalin in his 
speech, which was delivered Wednes- 
day to farmers, and Communist Party 
officials, hut praised Soviet founder 
Vladimir T Lenin for recognizing the 
value of peasants and giving them 
more contra) over the land under the 
New Economic Policy in the. early 
1920s. 

Without blaming collectivization 
by name, Gorbachev said the agricul- 
tural system had “tom the man from 
the land, from the means of produc- 
tion." He said people w«-re driven 


away from farms and into the dty in 
search of more consumer goods and 
better housing. 

Gorbachev, the son of a "southern 
Russian peasant and the Communist 
Party's top agriculture official before 
being- named -general secretary in 
1985, made clear, however, that there 
are_nq.pl<m8.to_do away. with state- 
run farms.

Today's South was on the right 
track in playing for a crossruff. Un- 
fortunately he failed to notice the 
caution signal around the bend. 

Using proper technique. South 
cashed hls_ side-suit high cards bcj 
fore starting the crossruff. He took 
the first spade, cashed the club and 
diamond aces and ruffed a diamond 
low. A cltib was ruffed low in dum- 
my and a third diamond was ruffed 
with thc'trump eight. This did not 
survive. West overruffed and re- 
turned a trump, putting an end to 
the party. South was left with only 
nine tricks, 100 points to the 
defense, 

After ruffing with the three and 
four of trumps, South should take no 
chances on being overruffed. And 
instead of ruffing the third diamond 
with his eight, he should ruff with a 
high trump. He continues the cross- 
ruff with high trumps, and when his 
total reaches nine tricks, he has one 
trump Lcftin.dumxny. (tha nine) -and 
one in his hand (the eight). Finally, 
with the lead in dummy, he ruffs a 
diamond with hls.clght of trumps, 
assuring himself of 10 tricks re- 
gardless ol-whcre_thc_trump -10 
might lie.
